‘Chairman, presided, and the follow- 
ing Committee members. were pre- 
sent; Messrs, A. O, Barretto (Sccre- 
tary), D, Lopes, D. Lyon, J. R. Hunt, 
O. el Arculli, C. Molasco de Silva, L.

Opening the meeting, Sir: Atholl 
MacGregor referred to the magni- 
fleent gift that had been made to the 
Club by the late. Mr. Meek, The 
meeting wos to approve certaln ten- 
lative plans for the almost complete 
reconstruction of the Club building. 


If the plans were approved there 
were difficulties {o be encountered. 
The £1,000 realised $10,000, and If 
.the plans of. the reconstruction 
scheme ‘were carried out the cost 
would amount to $23,000, or $24,000. 
That meant that another $8,000 was 
required, 


Sir Atholl sald that the additional 
$8,000 Wd not matter very greatly, 
but. that there were two other cecal 

. diMculties. The firat was that the 
Club held the piece of land on which 
the building 1s on the most ridiculous 

_tenure. The land was on old grant 
from Government which gave the 
Club no right of tenure what- 
socver, They could be turned out at 
n moment's notice, but Government, 
if and when they did turn the Club 
out, had undertaken to reimburse the 
Club for its present building at a 
figure to be determined by the 
Director of. Public Works, 


Prudent Move 


Obviously, sald Sir Atholl, they 
could not embark on'a large expen- 
diture without previous consultation 
with Government and the Director 
of Public Works. 


It was very hard to say what the 
position was, and proper reference 
to Government before the undertak- 
Ing of any bullding was not. only 

- advisable but most prudent. 


Sir Atholl then said that if they 
were to undertake the expenditure of 
‘ain extra $8,000, they had to raise 
loun'somewhere. They could not go 
to a bank and ask for the Ioan on the 
morgage of the Club premises be- 
cause they had no title. The only 
possible sccurlty they could offer to 
any one of the banks concerning the 
uccommodation of the loan would be 
an assurance from Government that

DISCUSS 


DISPOSAL OF A 
£1,000 LEGACY — 


Members of the Victorla: Recrea- 
tlon Club gathered in the Clubhouse 
yesterday to discuss the disposal of 
n £1,000 legacy bequeathed to the 
Club by the late Mr. Thomas Meek, 
u former member, 


His Honour Sir Atholl MacGregor, 
Chairman, presided, and the follow- 
ing Committee members were pre- 
sent: Messrs, A. O. Barretto (Secre- 
tary), D, Lopes, D, Lyon, J. R, Hunt, 
O. el Arculli, C. Molasco de Silva, L. 
Roza-Pereiru, and A. A, Guterres, 


Opening the meeting, Sir Atholl 
MicGregor referred to the  magni- 
ficent jift that had been made to the 
Club by the late Mr. Meck. ‘The 
meeting was to approve certain ten- 
tatlve plans for the almost complete 
reconstruction of the Club bullding. 


If the plons were approved there 
were diMculties to. be encountered, 
The £1,000 realised $16,000, and if 
the plans of the reconstruction 
scheme were carricd out the cost 
would amount to $23,000, or $24,000, 
That meant that another $8,000 was 
required, ‘ oe 


Sir Atholl ‘said that the additional 
$8,000 did not matter very greatly, 
but that there were two other rent 
diMculties, The first was that the 
Club held the piece of Jand on which 
the building is un the most ridiculous 
tenure. The land was an old grant 
from Government which gave the 
Club no right of tenure what- 
soever. They could be‘turned out at 
n moment's notice, but Government, 
if and when they did turn the Club 
out, had undertaken to reimburse the 
Club for its present building at. a 
firure to be determined by the 
Director of Public Works. 


Prudent Move 


Obviously, ‘suid Sir Atholl, they 
could not embark on a large expen- 
diture without previous consultation 
with Government und the Director 
of Public Works. : 


If was very hard to say: what the 
position was, and proper reference 
to Government before the undertak- 
ing of any building was not only 
advisable but ‘most prudent. 


Slr Atholl then sald that If they 
were to undertake the expenditure: of 
un extra $8,000, they had to ralse a 
loan somewhere. They could not fe 
to a bank and ask for the loan on the 
morgage of the Club premises be- 
ciuse they had no title. The only 
. possible security they could offcr to 
uny one of the banks concerning the 
uccommodation of the loan would be 
tn assurance from Government that 
it and when they did take possession 
of the Club's premises, the Govern- 
ment would reimburse the Club on 
the value of the new building. 


So, went on Sir Atholl, he thought 
that the only questlon they © coul 
discuss was whether or not they 
were prepared to approve the. plans 
that had been drawn... If the plans 
were approved he would Ilke them 
to answer two quesitlons: whether 
the members wished him to approach 
Government to see If Government 
_were willing to relmburse them ii 
and when Government were to ac- 
quire the premises, ond if the mem- 
bers wished him to go to the banks 
and see {f he could receive the money 


required und -the most advantageous 
terms. p 
Opposition Voiced - 


Mr, C. J. Cooke, who has been a 
member of the Club since 1883, ad- 
dressed the Chairman and said that 
he thought if they got into debt it 
would be financial suicide for the 
Club, He had been connected with 
the'Club for many years and it had 
niways been in deep water and 
nothing could.be done about it, Now 
was on opportunity to salt away a 
tldy sum and to spend between 
$2,000, und $4,000, in minor dim- 
provements for the Club, To throw 
away a large sum = of moncy was 
absurd. 


Mr. Lyon, a Committee member, 
then sald that he had known the late. 
Mr. Meek and he thought that_the 
money had been given to the Club 
to be ‘put in the bank and not into 
bricks und mortar. If the money was 
placed Ina bank the Club would have 
funds to fall back on should a time 
come when they were put to heavy 
expenditure by Government or any- 
body else, : 


Mr. Arculli then proposed the worle 
should be carried on according to the 
plans drawn out, and this was 
seconded by Mr. Atgabeg. 


Mr, Lopes sald he favoured the 
opinton that only part of the moncy 
given should be spent on the recon- 
struction of the Club, The Club 
prided itself os the premiere swim- 
ming club in Hongkong and was pro- 
bably the oldest one in the Far East. 
If any moncy was to be put into im- 
provements that should be primarily 
for the improvement in the direction 
of swimming. 


Swimming Needs 


The first polnt to consider was the 
lengthening and widening of the 
swimming pool, and after this came 
the question of a more suitable and 
better_filtration system, Visitors and 
memberg had complained about this- 
Mr. Ross, a member of the Club, was 
on Jeave ut Home and he had pro- 
mised to watch the filtration system 
of Clubs there nnd obtain some first 
hand information on the Jatest filtra- 
tlon systems. . 

In reply to a question put by 
member concerning, a sinking fund, 
Mr. Lyon sald that when the 
vehicular ferry wharf was originally 
built the site wanted was the one on 
which the Club now — stood. The 
Government had offered another site 
in Kowloon and $20,000 for the build- 
ingt of n Club house. Fortunately the 
original plains. did not mnaterinilse. 

Sir Atholl then sald he was strong- 
ly in favour of the amendment that 
had been made by Mr. Cooke, to 
spend only a limited sum in recon- 
struction worl and to leave a balance 


din the bank for a rainy day. 


Members present then voted. on the 
question, Thirty-five voted for Mr. 
Arculli's proposition that the Club 
approve in principal the alteration of 
the buliding os in the plans, and 2G 
voted for Mr. Cooke's amendment, 

Sir,Atholl sald that although he

approach ‘the Government and the 
banks to get the most equitable and 
favourable terms that could be ob- 
alned, :

Members, of the Victoria Recrea- 
tion Club gathered in the Clubhouse 
yesterday to discuss the disposal of 
n £1,000 Iegacy bequeathed to the 
Club by the late Mr. Thomas Meeks, 
au former member, 


His Honour Sir Atholl MacGresor, 
Chairman, presided, and the follow. 
ing Committee members were pre- 
sent: Messrs, A. O, Barretto (Sccre- 
tary), D, Lopes, D, Lyon, J. R. Hunt, 
*O. el Arculll, C. Molasco de Silva, L: 
Ttoz-Pereiru, and A. A, Guterres. 


Opening the mecting, Sir Atholl 
MacGretor referred to the mnugni- 
fieent gift that had been mide to the 
Club by the late Mr. Meek. The 
meeting, was to approve certain ten- 
tative pking for the almost complete 
reconstruction of the Club building. 


If the plans were approved there 
were. difficulties to-be encounicred, 
The £1,000 realised $16,000, and if 
the plans of the — reconstruction 
scheme were carried out the cost 
would amount to $23,000, or $24,000, 
That meant that another $8,000 was 
required, 


_. Sir Atholl sald that the additional 

_ $8,000 did not matter very greatly, 
but that there were two other ceal 
diMicultics, The first was that the 
Club held the piece of Innd on which 
the building is on the most ridiculous 
fenure, The land was an old grant 
from Government which gave the 
Club no right of tenure what- 
soever, Thoy could be turned out at 
a moment's notice, but Government, 
fe and when they did turn the Club 
out, had undertaken to reimburse the 
Club for its present bullding at a 
figure ‘to be determined by. the 
Director of Public’ Works, 


Prudent Move 


Obviously, sald Sir Atholl, they 
could not embark on a large expen- 
diture without previous consultation 
with Government and the Director 

. of Public Works. 


———It-was-very-hard-to-say-what_the. 


position was, und proper reference 
to Government before the undertuk- 
ing of any building was ‘not only 
advisable but most prudent. 


Sir Atholl then sald that if they 
were to undertake the expenditure of 
tn extra $8,000, they had to raise a 
loun somewhere.
